CADEMIC English in Muncie High 
A School covers the college en- 
trance requirements; it provides 
also for those students who will enter 
the business world and for those 
whose formal education ends with 
their high school career.

Mathematics should be to develop 
those powers of understanding which 
are necessary to appreciate the pro- 
gress of civilization to the greatest ad- 
vantage and to give us a= greater 
knowledge of the great problems in 
life. 


terials to make abstract and. general 
statements concrete and meaningful; 
fifth, developing certain principles un- 
derlying history study; and sixth, in- 
spiring pupils to better efforts, not 
only in history but in all phases of 
their work, both in and out of school. 

The second, and in many respects 
the most important purpose of all his- 
tory work, is to give the student a 
beiter understanding of the meaning 
and duties of American citizenship 
and to inculcate in him a love for 
country and an initiative in meeting 
the problems of the time in an intelli- 
gent manner. 


DEPARTMENT 


One year of Algebra and one year 
of Geometry is required of all students 
in the College Preparatory Course. 
Just one year of Mathematics, which 
is Algebra, is required in the Com- 
mercial, Art, Music, Home Economics 
and Manual Training majors, but 
many of the vocational students take 
more than one year. 

In the third year, one term of Solid 
Geometry and one term of Advanced 
Algebra is offered. 

One term of ‘Trigonometry is offered 
in the fourth year. 
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CHEMISTRY DEPARTMENT 


An attempt is being made to base 
the chemistry work more largely on 
the laboratory work than is usually 
the case. A new manual is being used 
which gives enough information to en- 
able the student to perform the ex- 
periments intelligently without pre- 
vious study. In this way it is hoped 


that the scientific attitude and method 
is developed. In doing this the pupil 
acquires the ability to observe, to or- 
ganize, and to form unbiased judge- 
ments. The student that possesses 
these is undoubtedly better equipped 
for citizenship than the one who does 
not have them. 


PHYSICS DEPARTMENT 


Work in the Muncie High School 
Physics department has gone on much 
the same as in previous years. There 
has been, however, quite an increase 
in the number of pupils enrolled, and 
in laboratory equipment. The depart- 
ment now ranks high when compared 
with the best high schoo} Physics de- 
partments in the state. The enroll- 
ment is now 104 pupils. and is ex- 
pected to be much larger next year. 
It would appear, from the increase in 
enrollment in the past four or five 
years, that the puplis of Muncie High 


School have come to realize the values 
to be gained from the study of Phys- 
ics, and are arranging their courses 


of study so as to include the subject. 


The course is open to both Juniors 
and Seniors. When classes are crowd- 
cd, Seniors are given the preference 
over Juniors. 

Among other valuable equipment 
purchased during the past year was 
a new radio phone. This piece of ap- 
paratus was installed in April. Since 
that time many musical concerts and 
lectures have been heard from all parts 
of the United States. 


BOTANY DEPARTMENT 


Classes in the Botany department 
have been large this year. We are 
very much pleased to see the depart- 
ment grow year by year. Last fall 
some new books and equipment were 
added. Next year we hope to have 
new microscopes, binoculars, and a 


lantern, so that the work may be made 
more interesting. 

This spring the classes are especial- 
ly interested in classifying wild flow- 
ers. In the fall and spring, field trips 
are taken so that the children may 
become more familiar with trees and 
plants native of this locality. 


FRENCH DEPARTMENT 


The French department varied the 
work of the advanced students this 
year. The drama was emphasized to 
a greater extent than in previous 
vears. During the fall term a one-act 
French play, “Rosalie,” was produced 
successfully. Three French comedies 
were read at sight in the advanced 


class, and groups of plays are now 
being read by both second and third- 
year classes to partially fulfill their 
outside reading requirements. 

Next year we hope to produce one 
of Moliere’s plays as a tardy tribute’ 
to the tercentenary of that famous 
author and playwright. 
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SPANISH DEPARTMENT 


The large beginning classes and the 
combined advanced classes show ithe 
interest and earnestness of the Span- 
ish students. Although an_ elective 
subject, its requirement is felt, es- 
pecially by commercial sudents. 

The United States realizes the great 
possibilities of commerce with South 
America, as the latter country devel- 
ops. Next to the commercial interest 


in Spanish comes the interest in its 
literature. The language itself holds 
a romantic attraction and an appeal 
lo the imagination. Both language 
and literature are characterized by 
strength without harshness. The de- 
partment at present covers three years 
of work, not being open to beginning 
students; though a fourth-year course 
is planned for the coming year. 


COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 


This department, under the super- 
vision of Mr. J. O. Winger, has just 
experienced one of the most success- 
ful years in its history. Every class 
seems to be bubbling over with en- 
thusiasm, as evidenced by the many 
certificates and medals won by the 
students, especially in the stenographic 
phase of the work. 

Twelve of Miss Turner’s advanced 
typewriting students have won certifi- 
‘ates through speed and accuracy; and 
eleven, bronze medals. One student, 
for special merit, has been presented 
with a gold medal by the Remington 
Typewriter Company. 

Miss Pence has charge of the be- 
ginning work, and six certificates of 
proficiency in typewriling have been 
awarded to her students. 

One of the most important phases 


of the student’s business training is 
taken care of by Miss Gill, in the 
Commercial English work. 

Mr. Minnich has been very success- 
ful this year in creating an unusual 
interest in his Penmanship classes. Up 
to this time twenty-nine students have 
won certificates, issued by the Zaner- 
ian Art College of Columbus, Ohio, for 
proficiency in writing. Mr. Minnich 
also has charge of the beginning book- 
keeping work. 

The department this year was so 
crowded that it was necessary to se- 
cure a part-time teacher from the Nor- 
mal. During the first semester, Mi!ss 
Margaret Martin taught one class in 
Commercial Arithmetic, and during 
the second semester Mr. Pring was se- 
cured-to handle the Commercial Geeg- 
graphy and Commercial Arithmetic. 
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Art Department 


ARGE classes have been enrolled 
SE in the art department to study 
the three courses offered — Commer- 
cial Design, Interior Decorating and 
Fine Arts. In connection with the reg- 
ular work, the Brown County Art 
Exhibit offered more than two weeks 
of intensive study of the methods em- 
ployed by artists of national repute 
to interpret the beauty of Nature. 

Three paintings have been retained 
to inspire the students of Central High 


School:-“November,” by T. C. Steele; 
“October in Brown County,” by H. G. 
Davisson, and “Autumn Radiance.” by 
Adolph  Shulz. 

The Living Picture Gallery was a 
superb opportunity to study the classic 
repertoire which Mr. Davisson has as- 
sembled and for which he painted the 
background. 

Out-of-door sketching classes finish 
a year of unusually good opportunities 
for the study of art. 
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Cafeteria 


Qe high schoo! cafeteria bears a 
very important relation to the 
school as a whole and its many activ- 
ities. Its primary purpose is that of 
providing good, wholesome, well-pre- 


pared food at a low cost to the teach- 


ers and students. In addition to this, 
the management is always ready, if 
circumstances permit, to help any 
school organization in a social way 
by serving or assisting in serving both 
formal and informal meals. 





The menus are planned daily with 
the hope of helping to educate the pa- 
trons in an intelligent choice and se- 
lection of food, because of the vital 
relation food bears to the heaith of 
the individual. 

The cafeteria is but one part of the 
Home Economics department which 
deals not only with foods, but clothing 
and shelter, too, in relation to one’s 
health. To appear to the best advant- 
age it is just as important to be well 
clothed as well fed. 





Woodworking Department 


J NSTRUCTION in Manual Arts in 


the City Schools is under the 
supervision of Mr. Glen D. Brown. The 
courses offered in the Central High 
School include bench woodwork, re- 
lated shop drafting, cabinet-making, 
mill work, wood turning, wood _ pat- 
tern making and elementary machine 
shop practice. 

Mr. Clyde Wellinger and Mr. Jesse 
L. Scott are instructors of Junior High 
School wood shop work. Mr. H. R. 
Brown teaches the course in related 
shop drawing which is required of all 
9B boys who elect the Manual Arts in 


their freshman year, These boys are 
required to take 9A wood shop work 
during the second semester of their 
9th year. This work is taught by Mr. 
Noel C. Ware. 

Instruction in wood turning and 
wood pattern-making is given by Mr. 
J. Maurice Riekeberg. Elementary 
machine shop practice is taught by 
Mr. C. E. Peacock. 

In spite of the overcrowded condi- 
tions, the department of Manual Arts 
has experienced an unusually success-
